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PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE 


DOMESTIC SECURITY/TERRORISM 


Information provided by the Virginia State Police (VSP) 
Intelligence Division on 2/4/88, indicated that a group called 
PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE was planning a peaceful demonstration on 
4/29-30/88, at several naval bases in and around the Virginia area. 
The purpose of this demonstration was to protest the conflict in 
the Middle East. The VSP Intelligence Division further advised on 
2/10/88, that PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE, a left-wing domestic protest 
group, has previously been involved in planned peaceful 
demonstrations/protests in 1987, usually in the Washington, D.C., 
area. One location previously targeted by the PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE 
was the CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY (CIA) Headquarters at Langley, 
Virginia. This protest did not result in any violent physical 
confrontations or damage to CIA Headquarters. On 3/38/88, the VSP 


Intelligence Division advised that recent information relative to wos, 
the PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE indicates that demonstrations are now ( l 
scheduled during 4/29-30/88, at a nuclear testing site in the state eee 


of Nevada. NAVAL INVESTIGATIVE SERVICE, Norfolk, Virginia, is 
aware of the foregoing information.
